I sure was glade to receive 
the good “Old Paper” (The 
B. G. Hearld). The paper makes 
a person who has been} away 
for awhile feel like he is right 
at home. I have gotten out of 
the local Hospital and recov- 
ing in good shape at home. 

In the following lines I 
will try to tell you a little 
about this place. This place is 
located about 4 miles from Lee- 
sburg, Va. and about 45 miles 
from Wash. D. C. The farm has 
about 3,500 acres. We also have 
another 500 acres about 8 miles 
away. And we also rent another 
400 acres. There are 9 houses, 
and 6 barns, not counting the 
pull barns and the horse barn 
on this farm. We grow all the 
hay and silage that is used in 
the Winter. We also grow oats, 
rye, corn all of this is used here 
on the farm. We have commer- 
ical and purebred hereford 
Cattle here. 

Mr, Godfery also has a “ Deer 
Park” which is 400 acres of 
woods. 

In the Deer Park there are 
19 head of buffalo, elks a ger- 
man stag, some deer from 
Japan, and a lima. The park is 
@llefenced in and has locked 
gates, We also have about 100 
head of quarter horses. We 
train these horses to work 
cattle and to play polo with 
‘There is a good market for these 
types of horses in this part of 
the country. The weather has 
been real cave most of the time, 
but we have very little rain. 

I hope this will give you an 
idea of the type of place this is.
